“This is not right. I chose Kino-Chau 
after I had caurod Samsah Bay and Wei- 
hai-wei to be inspected, and had como to 
the conelusion that they wero both totally 

“ umsuited to my purpnse. After further 
investigations, T decided that Kino-Chau 
was the most suitable territory, principally 
owing to the good hinterland. Anzer had 
nathing to do with my decision.” 

The German Press circulutes to-day the 
Fmperor’s declaration respecting the chico 
of Kjno-Chau. It is noteworthy what 
stress tho Kaiser lnys on his own yeraonal
